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REGISTRATION DATES SET FOR SUMMER ART CLASSES FOR YOUNG PEOPLE AT CMA 

Registration dates for summer art classes for young people at The Cleveland 
Museum of Art have been scheduled on two days. Classes are open to children of 
Museum members and non-members alike. Museum members register on Friday, June 5, 
from 10am to 4 pm. Members and non-members register on Saturday, June 6, from 
10am to 3pm. To begin class, each young person must be registered by a parent 
or adult, in person, at the Museum. Children do not have to be present at 
registration. Classes are limited in size and enrollment is on a first come, first 
served basis. 

The six-week course fee is $5.00 for Museum members and $10.00 for non- 
members payable at the time of registration. A limited number of scholarships 
are available and special consideration will be given to those needing financial 
assistance. For additional information on scholarships and fees, contact James A. 
Birch, acting curator in the Department of Art History and Education, 421-7340, 
prior to registration. Museum membership can be obtained through the Museum's 
Membership Department either in person or by calling 421-7340, ext. 276. 

All classes begin on Tuesday, June 23 and run through Friday, July 31. The 
classes are designed to develop art appreciation in young people by stressing the 
many ways of looking at works of art in the Museum’s various collections. Students 
are encouraged to express their observations through the creation of their own works 
of art. 

Participants aged three to seventeen are grouped according to age in a broad 
range of choices from drawing, painting, and sculpture through the study of color.

Included in course offerings this year are nine new titles: Carnival of 
Animals ; Rainbow Road ; Rags, Robes, and Regalia ; Landscapes: Inside and Out ; Picture 
This ; Watercolor and Tempera Painting ; Fiber Forms ; Paper, Paint, and Pencil ; and 
Teenage Class; Mixed Media . 

Using costume, construction, and a wide variety of art materials, children 
aged 5 and 6 will explore the world of real and imagined animals in Carnival of 
Animals . Children aged 6 and 7 have the opportunity to learn about basic color 
theory and how various artists and cultures have used color in Rainbow Road . 

Students in Rags, Robes, and Regalia , also for 6 and 7 year olds, will work with 
costumes and artifacts from Japanese, African, medieval European, and American 
Indian cultures. 

Landscapes; Inside and Out , for young people aged 8 to 10, examines inter- 
pretations of landscape from works in the Museum^ s collections and from nature. 
Picture This , also for 8 and 10 year olds, provides the opportunity for students to 
illustrate stories and myths from many cultures as well as stories written by the 
students themselves. 

Watercolor and Tempera Painting provides an opportunity for 10, 11, and 
12 year olds to experiment with transparent watercolors and tempera paint, while 
Fiber Forms gives students of the same age an opportunity to explore the various 
forms that fiber materials can take, including tapestry, weaving, soft sculpture, 
basketry, stitchery, and quilting. 

Paper, Paint, and Pencil , for students aged 10 to 12, allows students to 
explore drawing, painting, and paper sculpture, while Teenage Class: Mixed Media 
offers teens between 13 and 17 the opportunity to work with many different materials.
